Nazis Go on Trial 
for Abducting 
European Babies 


Nuernberg, Germany, Oct. 10 — 


(/P)— Thirteen men and one woman, 
charged with abducting thousands 
of eastern European iniants during 
the Nazi regime, pleaded innocent 
today before a U 
court 
S. war crimes 


The accused were officials of the 
SS race and settlement office and 
of the mam stalf oi the Reich com- 
missioner "or the strengthening of 
Germanism." 


Their, trial will open Oct. 20. U S. 
prosecutors say the defendants kid- 
naped children, murdered eastern- 
ers considered racially inferior to 
the Germans and compelled Poles 
who mated with Germans to have 
abortions rather than "non-Aryan" 
children. 


Prosecutors told the court that 
93 children in the Czechoslovak vil- 
lage of Lidice were brought to Ger- 
many but only nine "were consid- 
ered racially perfect enough to be 
'Germanized.'

Soviet government employs. The 
latter action may arise from cau- 
tion, but it gives the appearance 


being inspired by fear 
Curbing Communist journalists 


can only invite the writing of more 
misinformation about this country 
and encouraging publication of such 
falsehoods. And it leaves this gov- 
ernment open to the charge of fa- 
voring press freedom only for per- 
sons, publications and governments 
which think as we Americans do. 


The fact that the Russian gov- 


ernment feels the same way is no 
excuse. We are selling the world 
our brand of freedom in competi- 
(Mion with Soviet regimentation. One 


of the basic ingredients of that 
freedom is the freedom of opinion 
and expression. In the end our 
ideals must outweigh our money 
for we can see already that our 
dollars alone will not buy us friend- 
ship and support. 


No one wants the immigration 


bars let down to admit a horde of 
Communist agents. But we cannot 
hope to exclude them all so long 
as officials of Communist govern- 
ments enjoy diplomatic immunity 
• here. We certainly cannot hope to 
destroy communism in the United 
States by ham-stringing Commun- 
ist journalists. 


If this government really wants 


to make the unrestricted access 
to news an international freedom, 
it must inexitably practice what 
it preaches. Perhaps what is need- 
ed is a journalistic 
immunity, 


which will admit correspondents— 
including even Communists —from 
governments which grant full free- 
dom to our correspondents.

Prices Continue 
to Hover Near 
Record Mark

Food prices continued to hover 
near record 
high 
marks 
today 


while reports showed public obser- 
vance of the government's meat- 
less eggless and poultryless days 
was cniy partly successful in the 
first test this week. 


With • wheat futures 
continuing 
their slow upward climb on the 
Chicago board of trade, where 
a 


new seasonal high of $2,94 1-4 a 
bushel was established for Decem- 
ber contracts, the house agricultu- 
ral committee heard a new sugges- 
tion for bread rationing. 


The nationel planning associa- 
tion recommended reducing con- 
sumption of bread by American 
consumers by one "third between 
now and the next wheat harvest 
to insure adequate food shipments 
to Europe and avert a "price ex- 
plosion" at home. 


Millers selling in the New York 
area 
announced 
overnight in- 
creases in flour prices of 15 cents 
a hundred pounds for wheat to be- 
tween 40 and 50 cents for 
wheat 
flour and .to 40 cents for. rye flour. 


Dun and 
' Bi-adsVreet 
reported 
that the volume of reteil food sales 
for the 
week ended Wednesday 
was slightly higherthan 
for 
the 
previous week. Also higher than a 
week ago was the associated press 
price index 
of 
35 
commodities 
which stood at 194.48 per cent of 
the 1926 average Thursday, 1.78 
points above the week previous 
The 1947 and all time high was 
195.31 


Whle the government awaited a 
new crop forecast for indications 
of a possible boost in the corn yield 
which would ease the world grain 
shortage somewhat, corn futures 


i prices eased slightly and oats re- 
mained nearly stationary. 


Livestock prices showed varying 
trends at the nation's stockyards, 
with hogs higher in Chicego, but 
lower in St. Louis and some other 
markets. Cattle were slightly low- 
er, and lambs somewhat higher at 
Chicago. 


Butter was unchanged to down a 
cent or more with the top grade 
selling at 70 1-2 cents 
a pound 
wholesale in Chicago and 73 1-2 
cents in New York. 


Egg prices were firm, with little 
change, and poultry sold at prices 
unchanged to 2 cents a pound low- 
er today, the first day following 
the nation's first eggless-poultry- 
less day. 


Senator Morse (R-Ore) said the 
government's food saving prrogram 
raised a threat of "great damage" 
to the poultry industry, contending 
it would decrease prediction "when 
what we need is increased produc- 
tion of meat and eggs to lower the 
cost of living."

The topic of this lesson for young

the Hebrews. 


The writer of the Epistle has a 


deep sense of the spiritual heri- 
tage of Israel. "God,", he writes, 
"at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake, in limes past unto 
the fathers by the prophets"; and 
in the llth chapter he records the 
story of the men and women of 
faith;• in- a-.way that only a lover 
of Israel ana of Israel s religion 
could have done. He is convinced 
of-God's promise, and of His cove- 
nant with His people. 


But his faith .and outlook as an 
earnest Israelite is dominated by 
the supreme conviction that God, 
who spoke formerly through 
the 


prophets, has spoken "in these last 
days "through. His rSon, 
Jesus 
Christ, "the brightness of 
His 
glory," and 
"the express image 


of His person." 


Holding,. thus strongly, a belief 


in .the divinity of Jesus, what is 
remarkable about-his Epistle is the 
clarity and insistency: with which 
he expounds the tact of Christ's 
humanity. There is W inconsist- 
ency in. this, for the : doctrine of 
the Incarnation implies both div- 
inity-and humanity. It is the doc- 
trine set forth in the opening of 
the Gospel of John, of the word 
made flesh, and dwelling 
among 


men (John. 1:14).

'I ho Comintern quickly got into 
action with its terrible and bloody 
progi am There was the awful up- 
heaval headed by Bela Kun 
in 
Hungary in 1919—a plot 
which 


failed of Us objective. There were 
other strong-arm movements, but 
in most countries tho initial effort 
was in the foi m of mlensive propa- 
ganda, calculaled nol only lo win 
supporters for communism but lo 
create class warfares. 
Bolshevism even dared lo invade 
great democracies like thnce of 
America and England, and huge 
amounts of Russian money, badly 
needed at home, were lavished on 
the' world revolution Even crown 
jewels of the massacred royal fam- 
ily were sold to secure funds to 
support the schemes of the Comin- 
tein. 
The reds 
got so bold and 
troublesome lhat the United'Stales 
withheld recognition of the Soviet 
Union until 1933 when Roosevelt 
accorded it upon Red pledges to 
behave, There was a long period 
when Britain refused to deal with 
the Bolshevists.

The writer of the Epistle has a 


deep sense of the spiritual heri- 
tage of Israel. "God,", he writes, 
"at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake, in limes past unto 
the fathers by the prophets"; and 
in the llth chapter he records the 
story of the men and women of 
faith;• in- a-.way that only a lover 
of Israel ana of Israel s religion 
could have done. He is convinced 
of-God's promise, and of His cove- 
nant with His people. 


But his faith .and outlook as an 
earnest Israelite is dominated by 
the supreme conviction that God, 
who spoke formerly through 
the 


prophets, has spoken "in these last 
days "through. His rSon, 
Jesus 
Christ, "the brightness of 
His 
glory," and 
"the express image 


of His person." 


Holding,. thus strongly, a belief 


in .the divinity of Jesus, what is 
remarkable about-his Epistle is the 
clarity and insistency: with which 
he expounds the tact of Christ's 
humanity. There is W inconsist- 
ency in. this, for the : doctrine of 
the Incarnation implies both div- 
inity-and humanity. It is the doc- 
trine set forth in the opening of 
the Gospel of John, of the word 
made flesh, and dwelling 
among 


men (John. 1:14).

There were 
other strong-arm movements, but 
in most countries tho initial effort 
was in the foi m of mlensive propa- 
ganda, calculaled nol only lo win 
supporters for communism but lo 
create class warfares. 
Bolshevism even dared lo invade 
great democracies like thnce of 
America and England, and huge 
amounts of Russian money, badly 
needed at home, were lavished on 
the' world revolution Even crown 
jewels of the massacred royal fam- 
ily were sold to secure funds to 
support the schemes of the Comin- 
tein.

The writer of the Epistle has a

"God,", he writes, 
"at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake, in limes past unto 
the fathers by the prophets"; and 
in the llth chapter he records the 
story of the men and women of 
faith;• in- a-.way that only a lover 
of Israel ana of Israel s religion 
could have done. He is convinced 
of-God's promise, and of His cove- 
nant with His people. 


But his faith .and outlook as an 
earnest Israelite is dominated by 
the supreme conviction that God, 
who spoke formerly through 
the 


prophets, has spoken "in these last 
days "through. His rSon, 
Jesus 
Christ, "the brightness of 
His 
glory," and 
"the express image 


of His person." 


Holding,. thus strongly, a belief 


in .the divinity of Jesus, what is 
remarkable about-his Epistle is the 
clarity and insistency: with which 
he expounds the tact of Christ's 
humanity. There is W inconsist- 
ency in. this, for the : doctrine of 
the Incarnation implies both div- 
inity-and humanity. It is the doc- 
trine set forth in the opening of 
the Gospel of John, of the word 
made flesh, and dwelling 
among 


men (John. 1:14).

'I ho Comintern quickly got into 
action with its terrible and bloody 
progi am There was the awful up- 
heaval headed by Bela Kun 
in 
Hungary in 1919—a plot 
which 


failed of Us objective. There were 
other strong-arm movements, but 
in most countries tho initial effort 
was in the foi m of mlensive propa- 
ganda, calculaled nol only lo win 
supporters for communism but lo 
create class warfares. 
Bolshevism even dared lo invade 
great democracies like thnce of 
America and England, and huge 
amounts of Russian money, badly 
needed at home, were lavished on 
the' world revolution Even crown 
jewels of the massacred royal fam- 
ily were sold to secure funds to 
support the schemes of the Comin- 
tein. 
The reds 
got so bold and 
troublesome lhat the United'Stales 
withheld recognition of the Soviet 
Union until 1933 when Roosevelt 
accorded it upon Red pledges to 
behave, There was a long period 
when Britain refused to deal with 
the Bolshevists. 
The effoits at aclual revolution 
were reduced1 to a minimum in 
1925 after Slahn came to power 
As I have explained in other, ar- 
ticles, Trolsky wanted to go ahea< 
with world revolution full tilt bu 
Stalin decided to shelve it unti 
Russia had become strong indus 
trialy and militarily, when it coulc 
be resumed. That

"God,", he writes, 
"at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake, in limes past unto 
the fathers by the prophets"; and 
in the llth chapter he records the 
story of the men and women of 
faith;• in- a-.way that only a lover 
of Israel ana of Israel s religion 
could have done. He is convinced 
of-God's promise, and of His cove- 
nant with His people. 


But his faith .and outlook as an 
earnest Israelite is dominated by 
the supreme conviction that God, 
who spoke formerly through 
the 


prophets, has spoken "in these last 
days "through. His rSon, 
Jesus 
Christ, "the brightness of 
His 
glory," and 
"the express image 


of His person." 


Holding,. thus strongly, a belief 


in .the divinity of Jesus, what is 
remarkable about-his Epistle is the 
clarity and insistency: with which 
he expounds the tact of Christ's 
humanity. There is W inconsist- 
ency in. this, for the : doctrine of 
the Incarnation implies both div- 
inity-and humanity. It is the doc- 
trine set forth in the opening of 
the Gospel of John, of the word 
made flesh, and dwelling 
among 


men (John. 1:14).

Bolshevism even dared lo invade 
great democracies like thnce of 
America and England, and huge 
amounts of Russian money, badly 
needed at home, were lavished on 
the' world revolution Even crown 
jewels of the massacred royal fam- 
ily were sold to secure funds to 
support the schemes of the Comin- 
tein.

the Hebrews. 


The writer of the Epistle has a 


deep sense of the spiritual heri- 
tage of Israel. "God,", he writes, 
"at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake, in limes past unto 
the fathers by the prophets"; and 
in the llth chapter he records the 
story of the men and women of 
faith;• in- a-.way that only a lover 
of Israel ana of Israel s religion 
could have done. He is convinced 
of-God's promise, and of His cove- 
nant with His people. 


But his faith .and outlook as an 
earnest Israelite is dominated by 
the supreme conviction that God, 
who spoke formerly through 
the 


prophets, has spoken "in these last 
days "through. His rSon, 
Jesus 
Christ, "the brightness of 
His 
glory," and 
"the express image 


of His person." 


Holding,. thus strongly, a belief 


in .the divinity of Jesus, what is 
remarkable about-his Epistle is the 
clarity and insistency: with which 
he expounds the tact of Christ's 
humanity. There is W inconsist- 
ency in. this, for the : doctrine of 
the Incarnation implies both div- 
inity-and humanity. It is the doc- 
trine set forth in the opening of 
the Gospel of John, of the word 
made flesh, and dwelling 
among 


men (John. 1:14).

Russia alone. They had a vision of

The next slop was obvious Thcip 
must be a Bolshevist organisation 
Of experts who would act as a gen- 
eral staff for world revolution So 
Ihe third mtci national, or C6min- 
tein, was created. Its business was 
to pick the soft spots for i evolution 
and engineer the upheavals. 
'I ho Comintern quickly got into 
action with its terrible and bloody 
progi am There was the awful up- 
heaval headed by Bela Kun 
in 
Hungary in 1919—a plot 
which 


failed of Us objective. There were 
other strong-arm movements, but 
in most countries tho initial effort 
was in the foi m of mlensive propa- 
ganda, calculaled nol only lo win 
supporters for communism but lo 
create class warfares. 
Bolshevism even dared lo invade 
great democracies like thnce of 
America and England, and huge 
amounts of Russian money, badly 
needed at home, were lavished on 
the' world revolution Even crown 
jewels of the massacred royal fam- 
ily were sold to secure funds to 
support the schemes of the Comin- 
tein. 
The reds 
got so bold and 
troublesome lhat the United'Stales 
withheld recognition of the Soviet 
Union until 1933 when Roosevelt 
accorded it upon Red pledges to 
behave, There was a long period 
when Britain refused to deal with 
the Bolshevists. 
The effoits at aclual revolution 
were reduced1 to a minimum in 
1925 after Slahn came to power 
As I have explained in other, ar- 
ticles, Trolsky wanted to go ahea< 
with world revolution full tilt bu 
Stalin decided to shelve it unti 
Russia had become strong indus 
trialy and militarily, when it coulc 
be resumed.

The writer of the Epistle has a

"God,", he writes, 
"at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake, in limes past unto 
the fathers by the prophets"; and 
in the llth chapter he records the 
story of the men and women of 
faith;• in- a-.way that only a lover 
of Israel ana of Israel s religion 
could have done. He is convinced 
of-God's promise, and of His cove- 
nant with His people. 


But his faith .and outlook as an 
earnest Israelite is dominated by 
the supreme conviction that God, 
who spoke formerly through 
the 


prophets, has spoken "in these last 
days "through. His rSon, 
Jesus 
Christ, "the brightness of 
His 
glory," and 
"the express image 


of His person." 


Holding,. thus strongly, a belief 


in .the divinity of Jesus, what is 
remarkable about-his Epistle is the 
clarity and insistency: with which 
he expounds the tact of Christ's 
humanity. There is W inconsist- 
ency in. this, for the : doctrine of 
the Incarnation implies both div- 
inity-and humanity. It is the doc- 
trine set forth in the opening of 
the Gospel of John, of the word 
made flesh, and dwelling 
among 


men (John. 1:14).

Crisis

With a. strike of 16,000 coal min- 
ers in its eighth day, an official 
report from concepcion. in the cen- 
ter of the coal fields, said only 5G 
had returned 10 work.
